Opponents Of 
Incorporation 
Pass Pamphlet

Opponents of. the move to In­ 
corporate Lomita are circulat­ 
ing a pamphlet called "Incorpo­ 
rate Lomita,?  Nq!" lntna.tarea 
in carrying their fight to those 
in favor of incorporation of 
the area south of Torrance.  

Under . the sponsorship of 
the Citizens Committee Oppos­ 
ing Incorporation of Lomita, L. 
E. Ross, chairman, the publica­ 
tion urges Lomita residents to 
join the drive against incorpo­ 
ration. A running battle be­ 
tween residents of the area has 
been on for about two weeks 
over the proposal.

who would be mayor, council- 
men, etc., as the main moves 
in -lighting the measure.
